231 The Asian Financial Crisis 

This session will examine the causes and ef¬ 
fects—^both economic and political—of the drop 
in exchange rates and other financial turmoil in 
Asia. It also will address legislative issues for 
Congress, the transmission of shocks through 
world stock and capital markets, and the role of 
the International Monetary Fund in providing 
support packages for Thailand, Indonesia, and 
South Korea.

123 Campaign Finance Reform 

Campaign finance became an issue of concern 
during the first session of the 105th Congress in 
the context of legislative reform efforts and 
investigations and hearings into alleged abuses 
in the 1996 elections. This session will provide 
an overview of the campaign finance issue, with 
a focus on recent legislative developments and 
prospects for action in the second session. It will 
offer a discussion of the major component issues 
in the debate and assess them from both a policy 
and a legal and constitutional perspective.

216 Child Care and Head Start for the 105th 
Congress 

The 105th Congress likely will consider child 
care legislation during the second session. 
Numerous proposals have been introduced, and 
President Clinton is expected to unveil his child 
care plan during the State of the Union address. 
Issues include: adequacy of existing child care, 
particularly in light of new work requirements 
for welfare recipients; cost of child care; and 
quality and safety of child care. In addition, the 
Head Start program for low-income preschool 
children is scheduled for reauthorization. This 
session is intended for staff who will be tracking 
these issues but have little prior experience with 
these programs and will provide basic informa¬ 


tion about existing programs, as well as sum¬ 
maries proposed legislation.

224 Child Support Enforcement Issues 
Many states have failed to meet new require¬ 
ments for the Child Support Enforcement (CSE) 
program imposed by P.L. 104-193. As a result, 
these states are in jeopardy of losing not only 
CSE funds but block grant funds for the 
Temporary Assistance for Needy Families 
(TANF) as well. Moreover, the new TANF block 
grant has in effect severed the financial connec¬ 
tion that existed between the Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children (AFDC) program and 
the CSE program. Some Members are worried 
that this may cause states to disaggregate their 
TANF caseload in order to minimize CSE dol¬ 
lars reimbursed to the federal government. In 
addition, the Administration has proposed, pur¬ 
suant to P.L. 104-193, recommendations for a 
new incentive system for the CSE program. This 
session will discuss possible legislation by the 
105th Congress to resolve these issues.

124 China 

Members of Congress and foreign policy spe¬ 
cialists often refer to China as the most critical 
foreign policy issue for the United States. In this 
session issues to be discussed include: (1) the 
overall U.S.-China relationship, including the 
issue of Hong Kong, which is holding legislative 
elections (May 1998) under a reconfigured elec¬ 
toral law which Members of Congress have 
charged is undemocratic and inconsistent with 
the policy requirements of the U.S.-Hong Kong 
Policy Act. It will also include legislation deal¬ 
ing with China that is pending before the 105th 
Congress, awaiting Senate consideration. (2) 
China’s proliferation record and non-prolifera¬ 
tion commitments, including U.S.-China nuclear 
cooperation agreement, which the President 
announced in late October he would begin 
implementing shortly, and on which there is 
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expected to be congressional action; (3) eco¬ 
nomic and trade issues, including China’s record 
in adhering to trade agreements, China’s trade 
surplus with the United States, the impending 
MFN issue, and the possible implications of the 
Asian stock market troubles on China’s situa¬ 
tion; and (4) China’s foreign relations in the 
region, including China’s role on the Korean 
peninsula and in the Middle East, where the 
United States has important strategic interests.

313 Current Economic Conditions and the 
Near Term Outlook 

This session will review the current status of the 
U.S. economy examining such variables as gross 
domestic product, unemployment, job creation, 
the rate of inflation, interest rates, foreign trade, 
monetary policy. It will also look at and evaluate 
the forecasts of U.S. economic activity over the 
coming 12-18 months.

135 Defense Reform 

This session examines some of the major propo¬ 
sals for restructuring the U.S. Department of De¬ 
fense (DOD) to address present and emerging 
global threats in a constrained defense spending 
environment. A series of recent reports, includ¬ 
ing the Quadrennial Defense Report, the De¬ 
fense Reform Initiative, and the National De¬ 
fense Panel report, have recommended ways for 
DOD to downsize and reduce infrastructure 
costs, increase the efficiency of its operations, 
and make organizational changes as part of a 
strategy to redefine U.S. defense policy for the 
future. Course speakers will focus on such im¬ 
portant issues as force structure changes, base 
closings, acquisition reform, personnel reduc¬ 
tions, and the role of the national guard.

315 Electric Utility Industry: On the Road to 
Restructuring 

Proposals to increase competition in the electric 
utility industry involve segmenting electric 
functions (generation, transmission, distribu¬ 
tion) that are currently integrated (or bundled) in 
most cases (both in terms of corporate and rate 
structures). This course will examine five basic 
questions this effort raises and how various pro¬ 
posals would respond to them: Who should have 
control over restructuring efforts? How should 
transitional issues be handled? How should reli¬ 
ability be maintained? How should the industry 
be restructured to safeguard competition? How 
should noneconomic regulatory issues and im¬ 
pacts be handled?

112 Food Safety 

Foodbome illness has become a major public 
health concern. For FY 1998, the President re¬ 
quested and received $43.2 million to augment 
funding food safety activities by the Food and 
Drug Administration, Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, and the U.S. Depar¬ 
tment of Agriculture. The President has also 
asked for a plan to ensure that fresh produce is 
safe for U.S. citizens, legislation to inspect for¬ 
eign producers’ systems, and recall authority to 
address adulterated products. This course will 
provide a discussion of the regulatory responsi¬ 
bilities of the primary food safety agencies and 
the issues that may be addressed in hearings or 
legislation in the second session of the 105th 
Congress.

334 Fundamental Tax Reform and 
Incremental Tax Changes 
The idea of fundamental tax reform—changing 
the nature of the present tax system—has been 
discussed for the past several years and remains 
a prominent issue in 1998. This course outlines 
the principal legislative proposals for tax 
reform, assesses their economic implications, 
and describes IRS restructuring. At the same 
time, a number of more modest tax changes to 
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the existing law have been proposed; the course 
describes the most prominent of these.

234 Global Climate Change 

With completion of negotiations in Kyoto in 
December 1997, the United States is preparing 
to sign the Kyoto Protocol to the United Nations 
Framework Convention on Climate Change that 
would provide legally binding limits for devel¬ 
oped countries on greenhouse gas emissions. 
Additional negotiations on issues such as the 
participation of developing countries in green¬ 
house gas limitations, and details on how many 
of the mechanisms in the protocol would work, 
will be addressed in meetings duringl998. The 
Administration has indicated it will not submit 
the treaty to the Senate for consideration until 
these issues have been resolved, the end of 1998 
at the earliest. However, it is likely that a num¬ 
ber of hearings will be held on implications of 
the Kyoto agreement. This course will provide 
an overview of the scientific context and how 
the agreement might affect global climate 
change; a review of the agreement reached at 
Kyoto and future negotiations on key issues; and 
implications for the United States in terms of 
domestic measures that might be proposed to 
comply with the treaty.

324 Government Performance and Results 
Act (P.L. 103-62): Initial Implementation 
and the Road Ahead 

The Government Performance and Results Act 
(GPRA) of 1993 encourages greater efficiency, 
effectiveness, and accountability in federal 
spending by requiring agencies to develop 
strategic plans, performance measures, annual 
performance plans, and performance reporting. 
This session will examine implementation of the 
Act to date from the perspective of the legisla¬ 
tive branch, highlighting its significance for 
congressional oversight of executive agencies, 
along with other issues and concerns that may 


arise as implementation proceeds during the sec¬ 
ond session of the 105th Congress.

122 How Can the Federal Government Most 
Effectively Support Elementary and 
Secondary Education Reform? 

The 105th Congress has featured extensive 
debates on how to enhance the federal role in 
support of elementary and secondary education 
reform. The Clinton administration and some in 
Congress advocate voluntary national achieve¬ 
ment tests and expansion of standards-based 
reform under the Goals 2000 program. In con¬ 
trast, others in the Congress support expanded 
school choice, savings incentives, and consoli¬ 
dation of federal programs into block grants as 
the most potentially effective means by which 
the federal government can aid reform efforts. 
Finally, there is widespread agreement on a few 
reform approaches, such as charter schools, ini¬ 
tiatives to improve reading instruction, and 
increased investment in educational technology. 
This session will review and analyze trends in 
school reform legislation being considered by 
the 105th Congress.

131 ISTEA Reauthorization 
Long-term authorizing legislation for federal 
surface transportation programs—highway, 
highway safety, and transit—expired at the end 
of FY 1997. Federal programs are continuing at 
a reduced level as a result of interim financing 
provided in the closing days of the first session. 
The existing federal framework was created by 
the Intermodal Surface Transportation Effi¬ 
ciency Act of 1991 (P.L. 102-240), better 
known as ISTEA. In the coming months 
Congress will consider legislation developed in 
the House (H.R. 2400) and Senate (S. 1173) that 
provides a long-term reauthorization for the fed¬ 
eral program. A number of issues will be exam¬ 
ined during the expected debate on this legisla-

111 Managed Health Care: Major Issues in 
The 105th Congress 

This course will provide an overview of the 
major issues related to the regulation of man¬ 
aged health care in the 105th Congress. Topics 
to be covered include: enrollment in managed 
care, varieties of managed care organizational 
types, and managed care cost and quality control 
strategies; current federal and state law regula¬ 
tion of mar ged care; consumer and provider 
protections, including access issues, quality 
assurance, gag clause and physician incentive 
prohibitions, grievance and remedy procedures, 
comparative information, and medical decision 
making.

This session will examine recent developments 
in the Arab-Israeli peace process and the Persian 
Gulf region, and Administration policy and con¬ 
gressional action on these issues. On the peace 
process, discussion will focus on U.S. efforts to 
accelerate progress in Israeli-Palestinian peace 
talks and to restart Israeli-Syrian and Israeli- 
Lebanese negotiations, as well as U.S. aid to 
Israel and its peace partners, Egypt, Jordan, and 
the Palestinians. On the Persian Gulf, the panel 
will analyze the October-November crisis over 
Iraqi weapons inspections and the prospects for 
long term containment of Iraq, implementation 
of U.S. sanctions policy toward Iran, and the 
debate over whether or not the United States 
should engage Iran politically. U.S. relations 
with the Persian Gulf monarchies, and the U.S. 
force posture in the Gulf, also will be analyzed 
in the context of ensuring Gulf security.

211 NATO Enlargement 

In spring 1998 the Senate is expected to vote on 
whether to revise the North Atlantic Treaty to 
admit the Czech Republic, Hungary, and Poland 
to NATO. Congress continues to examine a 
range of issues relevant to NATO enlargement. 
Admitting new states will give the United States 
and its allies additional responsibilities in 
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Central Europe, and will affect relations with 
Russia. Members of Congress are particularly 
interested in how the financial and strategic bur¬ 
dens that would accompany entry of the three 
states will be shared and how the enlargement 
might affect NATO’s ability to accomplish the 
alliance’s new missions of peacekeeping, peace 
enforcement, crisis management, and humani¬ 
tarian assistance. The debate over the next steps 
in Bosnia also could influence the Senate’s con¬ 
sideration of NATO enlargement.

134 Postsecondary Student Aid: The “Big 
Picture” and Reauthorization of the 
Higher Education Act 

The Higher Education Act (HEA) authorizes 
several major federal postsecondary student 
assistance programs—Pell Grants, Federal 
Family Education Loans, Direct Loans—which 
annually provide nearly $36 billion in federally 
supported grants and loans to help students meet 
college costs. The authority for these programs 
and the rest of the HEA is expiring and will be 
considered for reauthorization during the second 
session. This course will paint the “big picture” 
of how these student aid programs work, cover¬ 
ing such topics as the application process and 
the determination of students’ need for aid. It 
will also consider some of the major student aid 
issues likely to be debated during reauthoriza¬ 
tion, such as student and institutional eligibility 
for aid, the balance between grants and loans, 
and college costs.

The Superfund program for cleaning up the 
worst toxic waste sites has been criticized for 
being too slow, too expensive, and too burden¬ 
some. But changing the law is proving equally 
controversial. This course will provide a brief 
overview of the law and focus on the three most 
contentious issues in the reauthorization debate: 
the liability scheme and providing relief for 
small businesses, municipalities and others; 
remedy selection and cleanup standards; and 
provisions to limit natural resource damages. 
Leading bills and the positions of major interest 
groups will be reviewed.

232 Tobacco Settlement 
On June 20, 1997, a group of state attorneys 
general, plaintiffs’ lawyers, and attorneys repre¬ 
senting the tobacco companies announced an 
historic settlement that would grant the tobacco 
industry immunity from class action lawsuits. In 
return, the industry would settle the states’ 
Medicaid lawsuits, submit to strict federal regu¬ 
lation of its products, and pay for national tobac¬ 
co control programs. The proposed settlement 
requires legislation and the President’s approval 
before taking effect. This session will provide an 
overview of the proposed settlement and the var¬ 
ious legislative proposals to implement it. It will 
also examine the complex and diverse issues 
raised by the settlement.

Encryption, Competition, and the “Year 
2000 ” 

Congress is debating a number of computer and 
telecommunications issues that reflect the grow- 
mg use of and dependence on these technolo¬ 
gies. This session will focus on three issues: (1)

encryption—ensuring the confidentiality of data 
and communications over the Internet and digi¬

Implementation and Continued U.S.

This course will discuss the status of the peace 
process in Bosnia since the signing of the 
Dayton peace agreement in December 1995. It 
will also focus on the likely continuation of a 
NATO military presence in Bosnia, including 
U.S. troops, after the Stabilization Force 
(SFOR) mandate expires in June 1998. Ques¬ 
tions concerning the possible size, structure, and 
mission of such a force will be addressed. 
Finally, the course will review congressional 
requirements on Bosnia policy and explore U.S. 
policy issues raised by the situation in Bosnia 
for the second session of the 105th Congress.

in the debate over fast-track and summarize 
major trade issues likely to be addressed in the 
upcoming session. Attention will be given to the 
need for fast-track authority in each case. 
Specific trade topics to be addressed include the 
Multilateral Investment Agreement; the Ship¬ 
building Agreement; trade with Africa; and cur¬ 
rent World Trade Organization negotiations.

114 Weapons of Mass Destruction, 
Nonproliferation, and Arms Control 

Nuclear, biological, and chemical weapons and 
missile delivery systems appear to be one of the 
greatest emerging threats to the United States. In 
the second session, the Congress may consider 
certain arms control treaties: the Comprehensive 
Test Ban Treaty, revisions to START II and 
Antiballistic Missile (ABM) Treaties, and the 
Landmine treaty. Likely Weapons of Mass 
Destruction (WMD) proliferation controversies 
for 1998 include: weapons programs in Iran, 
Iraq and North Korea; Chinese and Russian 
compliance with nonproliferation regimes; the 
U.S.-China Nuclear Cooperation Agreement;
